Ambitious Manistee River Plan 
Making Headway On Improvements 


Despite a mid-year start and ltmited resources 
the Upper Manistee River Restoration Commit- 
tee (UMRRC) was able to accomplish a sur- 
prising amount of work in 1989. 

The 13-member committee adopted its par- 
tnership agreement on May 17 and launched a 10- 
year effort to recover the Manistee River's lost 
fishery and recreational potential. 

The partnership agreement stipulated that the 
Huron Pines Resource Conservation and 
Development Area Council would administer the 
UMRRC, account for its finances and file 
periodic reports on the committee's progress. 

As the committee began its restoration 
program, its primary focus was on erosion con- 
trol to repair the river's degraded fish habitat. 
This work is proceeding in two phases; inventory 
and treatment. The tnventory phase is almost 
complete and significant progress was made on 
the treatment phase. 

Even though the UMRRC received less than 20 
percent of the funds pledged to the organization 
from tts members, $16,644 in cash or in-kind con- 
tributions, the following accomplishments were 
listed in its 1989 annual report:

Residents of the Kirtland Community College 
District turned down the coilege’s 1.5 mills 
request for additional operational millage by 615 
votes last Tuesday, January 23. The final count 
was 2845 no votes to 2230 yes. 

Crawford County residents passed the millage 
request again, 451 yes to 351 no. The following is 
a breakdown of the Crawford-AuSable School 
District precincts: precinct #1 (City of Grayling 
and Grayling Township) 372 yes to 249 no, 
precinct #+ (Frederic) 48 yes to 42 no, and 
precinct #3 (Lovells) 28 yes to 60 no. 

Voters have refused Kirtland’s requests for in- 
creased millage four times; in 1985, 1987, 1989 
and 1990. 

College president, Raymond Homer, said he 
will be officially presenting the results of last 
week’s election to Kirtland’s Board of Trustees 
on February 8th and said he anticipates that the 
board will be taking some time to analyze ‘‘what 
happened and what went wrong”’ and then study 
the situation before deciding how to proceed. 

Homer said that because of the death of one 
trustee and the resignation of another, four of the 
seven trustee seats will be up for election in 
June. With this major change in the board and 
his resignation taking effect on June 28th, Homer 

said maybe the new board and new president will 
be able to do what they have been unable to ac- 
complish; pass a millage increase.

Winners, losers see it differently

POLITICS IS 
like a fairy tale. 

It’s often like the fable about the 
six blind men from India who met 
up with an elephant. Each one had 
a different interpretation of what 
an elephant was like. 

The one who felt the elephant’s 
side thought it was like a tall, flat 
wall. The one who grasped its leg 
believed an elephant was like a 
sturdy tree trunk. The one who felt 
its tail thought it was Hike a rope, 
and so on. Each had a different in- 
terpretation of the same event. 

And so it is in politics... such as in 
the special legislative election in 
Warren where Republican D. 
Roman Kulchitsky was elected. 

The seat became vacant when 
the late Dennis Dutko resigned af.- 
ter being sentenced to the Ingham 
County jail for repeated drunken 
driving escapades. Mr. Dutko, a 
Democrat, had held the seat for 15 
years. Party leaders on both sides 
believed it was a firm Democratic 
stronghold. 

Ah, but a young Republican 
named Roman Kulchitsky won in

the special election, early in 
January, defeating Democrat 
Chuck Busse, a member of the 


Warren city council. Both had sur- 

vived rather lively primary races, 

The final Kuichitsky win was pret- 

ty solid 8,906-7,340.

REPUBLICANS SEE Mr. 
Kulchitsky’s win as perhaps a tur- 
ning point for their party’s for- 
tunes, at least in Macomb County 
and possibly statewide. 

Democrats view the whole thing 
as merely a temporary glitch in 
their otherwise solid political 
fabric. 

As is true in most political races, 
the winner saw the outcome as a 
personal triumph and the loser 
found all sorts of reasons why he 
lost, none of which was really his 
fault. 

Mr. Kulchitsky {is quoted as 
saying the people ‘‘voted for the 
man, not the party,” adding: ‘'The 
people decided I’m someone they 
beHeve and trust.”’ 

Loser Busse claimed = Mr.. 
Kulchitsky used negative tactics, 
exaggerated the size of a millage 
increase Mr. Busse as a council 
member voted for last year. Mr. 
Busse said Mr. Kuichitsky turned 
the race into ‘‘a referendum on City 
Hall,’’ and claimed he (Busse) will 
do better with a longer campaign 
period and a larger voter turnout

--Developed engineering drawings and cost 
estimates for treating another 14 sites which in- 
clude critical sites on the Upper Manistee’s 
mainstream at Mancelona and Cameron Bridge 
Roads, at Goose Creek Trail and at the CCC 
Bridge Campgrounds. 

--Monitored closely the crossings and stream- 
bank stabilization measures associated with the 
new 36 inch pipeline loop installed by the Great 
Lakes Gas Transmission Company. The report 
stated that the pipeline company, its contrac- 
tors, Willbros Engineering and Welded Con- 
struction, and its environmental consultant, 
Braun Environmental Leboratories, ‘‘all proved 
very cooperative’’ responding to committee con- 
cerns during their construction project. 

-The Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR), with some volunteer 
assistance from the private sector performed the 
third in a series of annual surveys to determine 
the year-to-year status of trout populations, 
began a long-term study comparing the relative 
performance of Bitteroot-strain brown trout and 
typical Michigan-hatchery browns planted as 
yearlings, the second annual volunteer angling 
(creel) census, and began a three year pilot 
study, involving volunteer Upper Manistee River 
Association observers, to develop more definite 
information on the detrimental affect of the 
chestnut lampreys on the trout population. 

“We are overwhelmed with the amount of 
progress we have been able to make considering 
we only began in May,” said Joe Kutkuhn, 
chairman of the UMRRC, “It just shows what 


can be accomplished when groups work — 


together.”’ 
1990 GOALS 

The UMRRC and its agents will be tackling the 
following restoration activities in 1990: 

--Complete a long-range Action Plan (see 
boxed in area). 

--Finish the inventory of streambank erosion 
on major tributaries as well as on the main- 
stream, from Lucas Road in Missaukee County 
downstream to highway US-181 in Wexford Coun- 
ty, of the Upper Manistee River System. 

-Complete the treatment engineering 

(prescriptions) for all inventoried erosion sites 


_ on the Upper Manistee River gystem above 
highway M-72, the remaining sites on Portage 


Creek and all sites rated severe between M-72 
and M-66. If time and resource allow, the com- 
mittee will also begin work on sites where 
erosion problems are rated moderate. 

--Finish treatment on work began on sites in 
1989. 

--Begin on a priority basis and as financial 
resources permit, work on other major erosion 
sites, especially at heavily used access points 
such as road crossings and campgrounds. 

--Begin laying the groundwork for the removal 
of sediment from the upper mainstream and 
Portage Creek and repair existing and building 
additional fish cover to improve fish habitat.

Questions often arise 
as to the applicability 
of fishing regulations 
on private lakes. The 
answer depends on 
which of two kinds of 
private lakes are in- 
volved. 


Fish in private lakes 
having a ¢onnection 
with public waters by 
which they can 
migrate, at any time of 
year, are the property 
of the state and may be 
fakén only in accor- 
dance with law. ‘The 
owner of the lake may 
determine who fishes 
there, but all 
regulations regarding 
seasons, sizes, Hmits 
and equipment apply. 
Fixamples of this type 
of lake aré Shellen-. 
barger Lake in 
Crawford County; 
Shamrock ahd Bass

ty and Lake James in 
Roscommon County. 

_ Fish in private lakes 
having no connection 
With publi¢ waters are 
considered private 
property and the 
taking of such fish is 
not subject to 
legislative restriction. 
However, persons 
possessing such fish 


contrary to law off the ° 


premises from whith 
taken could be subject 
to criminal sanction. 

_ Inother words, if you 
fish a private lake 
which ts connected to 
public waters by an 


inlet or outlet, you 
must obey fishing 
laws. If you fish a 


private lake that is not 
connected, you are not 
restrained by statute 
until you have left the 
premises.
